PROGRAM FUNCTION: To provide an accurate 
basis to determine the real cost of loans and 
the real gain in interest earned for either 
the 7X-81/TS- 1000 or TS-2068 computers. 


SPECIFICATIONS: "MONEY MATTERS" is divided in 
two sections, Loans and Interest earned. In 
the Loan section you are able to get exact 
loan costs with regards to a given interest 
rate. You will also be able to print out an 
exact amortization table. An added feature 
is the ability to input extra payments at 
intervals to see what the reduction in cost 
will be and how much the payback. period will 
shorten. You may even calculate the loan 
using a variable interest rate to see what 
payments and final costs will be if the 
interest rates rise, as we know they will. 
With this feature you will be able to better 
judge if the loan should be fixed or variable. 
se this information to get the best possible 
terms for you. 


In the Interest earned section you are able 
to calculate out how much a single amount 

will be worth at a given interest rate for 
any given length of time. You will also be 
able to see how much you will earn if you 
make regular deposits. Determine what 
interest rate you require to reach a given 
goal in a specific amount of time. You will 
also be able to find the time it will take to 
reach your goal with a given amount and 
interest rate. All interest rates, payment 
or compound times, time periods, intial and 
extra values are user controlled and inputted. 
This program uses the same formulars that the 
finacial institutions use to calculate out thier 
rates

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G-LEDGER 


PROGRAM FUNCTION: Single entry ledger`for the 
TS-2068 color computer. 


SPECIFICATIONS: G-LEDGER features a single 
entry for both debit and credit accounts with 
provisions for check number and memo for each 
transaction. You are able to go back and 
make specific changes for error correction 
after data has been entered. Full verifica- 
tion for all data entry will ease the chance 
of the need for it. You are able to list to 
the printer or to the screen single accounts 
or transactions, all transactions to a single 
account or you may get all transactions or 
all accounts. Trial Balance, Income & Ex- 
pense Sheet and the Balance Sheet are also 
available. Title the accounts as you require 
and even change the names_after entry ata 
later date if you wish. This will enable you 
to create a set of secondary ledgers for ac- 
counts payable, accounts receivable, payroll, 
etc. The ability to clear out transactions 
to continue’ on in the account period when the 
transaction file is full,or to start a new 
accounting period without having to enter the 
account titles and thier balances. Added 
features include the ability to specify the 
length of the titles in the account name file 
and the length of the memo for the trans- 
actions you wish. You will be also allowed 
to specify the number of account names you 
wish to keep on a tape. You may change the 
length of the name and memo files and the 
number of transaction and accounts even after 
you have inputed data and saved it.

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LEDGER 


For ZX-81 TS-1000 


PROGRAM FUNCTION: A full double entry com- 
bination journal & ledger with single enrty. 


SPECIFICATIONS: This is an accounting program 
that is a combination juornal and ledger. It 
features single entry to both a debit anda 
credit account. Transaction file will hold 
date, check number, ammount, debit account, 
credit account, and a memo. You choose the 
number of accounts that you require and you 
also enter thier names. You only need to 
enter what you require. Each account will be 
classified into either an asset, liability, 
proprietorship, income, or expense. You will 
be able to get a total for each of the five 
classifications. All entries may be sent to 
the printer for hard copy if desired. You 
will be able to enter new transactions and 
change old ones if needed. You will also be 
able to enter more account names if you have 
room in memory to do so. If you should need 
to change an old account name this may also 
be accomplished. You are able to list trans- 
actions or accounts either individually, or 
by common information, or list all of them. 
This is accomplished by knowing any of the 
following: the transaction number, the check 
number, the ammount, the debit account, the 
credit account, or the date. A complete 
trial balance is available at any time. 


For a 16K RAM minimum but it is self expand- 
ing to the available memory size if you have 
more. The number of transactions that you 
will be able to save on a single tape will 
depend on the number of accounts you require 
and the memory size. When the transaction 
file is full you may Just empty the trans- 
action file and start a new tape with your 
account names and thier totals in it without 
having to enter them again. In a 16K RAM 
with 25 accounts you would be able to have 
130 transactions on a single tape. If you 
require 50 accounts then the number of 
transactions would be 108. With a 32 K RAM 
and 50 accounts you would be able to save 
over 700 transactions on a single tape. 
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CHECK-B 


PROGRAM FUNCTION: A working check book for 
the TS-2068 color computer. 


SPECIFICATIONS: CHECK-B is a comprehensive 
check book for general usage. Features in- 
clude: easy entry of data with verification 
automatic check number and date entry, an 
overdraft protection that may be turned on 
or off. Full reconciliation to include: 
quantity of checks, charges and deposits 
not cleared by the bank including the dol- 
lar totals for them. You will also receive 
the total that the bank statement should 
have on it. Searches by similarities or by 
specific items, list to screen and or to 
printer with full edit capabilities for er- 
ror correction. Added features include the 
ability to specify the length of the char- 
acters in the name and memo files with the 
ability to change the lengths even after 
data has be n entered without loss of data. 
The exception to this would be if the data 
in the file was longer in character length 
than the new length, the excess would be 
cut off. There is also the ability to limit 
the number of transactions per tape and to 
specify the printer width. With second par- 
ty printers you may get your data list out 
in column form, with each full transaction 
on one line. 


FILE 


PROGRAM FUNCTION: A data entry and retrieval 
Program for the TS-2068 color computer. 


SPECIFICATIONS: FILE is a general data entry 
and retrieval program that is user defined in 
use and function. It features a catogory 
division of entries that is user defined in 
title and lengths. Each catogory if defined 
seperately. n doing so the catogories may 
be minipulated to suit the requirements. You 
may print the catogories each to a line, one 
Or more on the same line, or all on the same 
line (for second party printers) You may 
print the catogories in any order or you may 
not print specific catogories. This would be 
Functional in an address file that also may 
include telephone numbers and notes, where 
you may not wish to print the telephone num- 
ber and or notes. You may wish to only print 
the name and telephone. Simple search from 
begining of the catogory or thru the catogory 
for words or numbers inside a catogory. Print 
to screen or printer or both, one entry at a 
time or contineously. Easy entry of data and 
complete verification of entries & changes. 
Delete whole entries when not required for 
future use. Sort for printing by any cato- 
gory or by a combination of any two catogor- 
ies. You are able to re-define catogories 
even after data entry without data loss. 











INVENTORY 


PROGRAM FUNCTION: Full feature inventory 
program for the TS-2068 color computer. 


SPECIFICATIONS: This program will work both 
for personal inventory and business inventory 
control. It features an alpha-numeric stock 
number, description and main supplier (where 
purchased from) section for each item, that 
is user defined in length and need. Quantity 
purchased, sold (used) and the balance on 
hand, along with the last price paid anda 
low inventory warning are used on each item. 
Any of the above may be turned on or off so 
that you may choose to use it or not. You 
are able to search for any specific portion 
of any file or you are able to list to the 
printer or screen all items one by one or on 
a contineous listing. Turn any section on or 
off for the printing of the list. i.e. You 
may just list the stock number and the de- 
scription if you wish. You may sort the 

file to print in order of entry, order of 
date of entry, or in alphabetical order of 
stock number, description or main supplier. | 
Change the character length of the stock 
number, description or main supplier even 
after the file is started, without data loss. 
The exception to this would be in shortening 
the character count, data already entered 
that exceeds the new character count will be 
lost. Get a listing of items that fall below 





a low inventory quantity. Find total value 
of the inventory, the number of items in the | 
inventory and the average price per item. | 
Keep track of the activity of the items for a 
period of time and then reset to start a new | 
period without loss of value or the balance i 
on hand. Easy entry and change to any. section 
of an item. Delete an item no longer needed. 
All entries are verified before setting into 
the file.

CHECK 


For ZX-81 TS-1000 
PROGRAM FUNCTION: A working check book. 


SPECIFICATIONS: As it comes the program will 
accommodate 200 checks to 200 different names. 
It is supplied with easy to follow instruc- 
tions to modify it to write 346 checks to 100 
different names. This may be farther increas- 
ed by deleting some of the frills in the pro- 
gram or by having more memory. The program 
consists of transaction entry of checks and 
deposits, automatic date and check number en- 
try, that may be deleted for out of sequence 
items. Listing of items by date, check num- 
ber, name or outstanding items. This may be 
either by specific item or the total list may 
be found. Entry of any item is verified be- 
fore going into memory, but if you do find an 
error after you may go to an edit more and 
correct it. The program will not let you 
write an overdraft, but you may modify this 
out if you wish. Reconciliation is accom- 
plished by entering the cleared checks and 
deposits by number and date. It will ask for 
verification before reconcilling the item. 


After this is complete the program will list 
for you all the items that have not been 
cleared by the bank, and then it will list 


what the bank statement balance should be. 
All listings and transactions can be copied 
to the printer. Your balance and the last 
check number are always available on the 
front page. When you get near the end of the 
available memory the program will let you 
know so that you will not enter into a crash 


situation. 


For ZX-81 TS-1000 


PROGRAM FUNCTION: An income and expense bal- 
ance sheet style program, 


SPECIFICATIONS: As a record keeping program 
of the total expenses and income for any per- 
iod of time there is none equaled. The pro~ 
gram will keep track of the beginning balance 
that you may have owed and will give your cur- 
ent balance in any and all accounts. It will 
also keep track of purchases, interest, and 
the payments made to any and all accounts. 
The program only keeps the last entry in the 
account open for viewing so that you may use 
this program for over 99 different expense 
accounts that are user defined. It will also 
keep track of income, net pay, and the deduc- 
tions for fediral tax, state tax, local tax, 
FICA, health insurance and other deductions. 
You may add or subtract account names and 
thier totals very simply. You may make trans- 
actions to expense or income accounts, list 
the totals for all the accounts, or the total 
for an individual account, view all accounts, 
list the names of the accounts and at the end 
of the accounting period you may transfer the 
current balance to the beginning balance and 
clear the transactions to zero to set up your 
next accounting period so that you do not 
have to enter all the titles again.
